In just one week, alumni will 
be "Streaking Back to Martin" 
to participate in the first themed 
Homecoming in UTM's history.

walked an average of 10 to 15 miles per day, visiting 
the Madison Child Advocacy Center on Tuesday, 
Sept. 14, and then ending the three-day Madison/ 
Henderson County walk at the Henderson County 
Child Advocacy Center on Thursday, Sept. 16. After 
her trek through Weakley County, "Andrea Walks" 
will continue Oct. 5 in Clarksville. 

To date, Conte has logged more than 70 miles 
through Memphis, Millington, Munford, Covington, 
Jackson and Lexington, visiting four child advocacy 
centers along the way. She is expected to cover more 
than 600 miles across the state before she arrives in 
Blountville in spring 2005.

Ask questions and try to be 
sure you actually understand 
the other person's viewpoint 
before engaging in a debate. 

True debate is a wonder- 
ful means for sharpening 
your critical thinking skills 
and your ability to articulate 
your ideas, both of which 
are desirable outcomes of a 
college education. In a true 
debate, the subject matter is 
front and center. 

You focus on errors in the 
other person's factual knowl- 



edge or logic, not on flaws in 
his or her personality. Say- 
ing, "I disagree" is very dif- 
ferent from saying, "That's 
the stupidest thing I've ever 
heard." 

Don't characterize the per- 
son ("You aren't thinking 
logically!") - characterize the 
ideas ("I don't believe that 
we can draw that conclusion 
from the facts."). 

If you believe your partner 
in conversation is becoming 
verbally abusive, don't esca- 
late the argument. Simply 
say, "I'd like to talk about this 
with you, but I don't want to 
be personally attacked." 

If it doesn't stop, detach 
yourself from the situa- 
tion. Also, you may want to 
choose your discussion part- 
ners carefully. 

There is no point in having 
the same argument 50 times 
with old Uncle Alvin, who 
hasn't changed his mind 
since the Depression.

Dr. Douglas J. Cook, 
chairman of the Visual Arts 
and Theatre Department 
and an avid set designer, 
presented a talk describ- 
ing his experiences in the

world of set design just 
outside the gallery featur- 
ing many examples of his 
work. 

Dr. Richard Saunders, 
who is in charge of the 
gallery located in the 
Tennessee Room of the 
library, began the eve- 
ning by introducing Cook 
as a man who has been 
at UTM "since the trees 
were saplings." Cook then 
took the floor in front of 
about 20 people to pres- 
ent a portion of his life. 
Oddly enough. Cook did 
not begin his professional 
career in set design or the- 
ater. His first job was in 



Memphis framing paint- 
ings. However, since then 
he has been doing what 
he loves. 

Cook gave many prolific 
descriptions of his work in 
set design. His definition 
of design was that it is 
"putting words into pic- 
tures." This largely states 
where his ideas come 
from, which he said he is 
asked about frequently. 

Cook said that his 
design is based largely on 
the words within the play. 
Usually scripts come with 
detailed descriptions to 
help in the process of set 
design. This helps him to 



picture the physical layout 
in his mind. 

Cook went on to make 
several points in what 
characteristics a good set 
designer must have. 

"A good set designer 
must have talent to see 
things others can't see." 
But he went further in 
describing what the atti- 
tude of a good set designer 
must be. 

"Design is a process 
approach and because it 
is an experimental pro- 
cess, it is learned rather 
than taught. Design, like 
writing, can be cultivated 
and improved upon." Any 



good set designer designs 
knowing there will be 
changes. Cook related to 
his past experiences, say- 
ing that every time he 
has ever done a set design 
for any production, every- 
thing was set up like 
he envisioned it "and it 
looked like crap." But he 
said even though that hap- 
pens every time, it allows 
him to anticipate changes 
that he will have to make. 

A picture is worth a 
thousand words, "but 
you can't read a thousand 
words at the same time," 
Cook said. It is the set 
designer's responsibility to

The UTM men's rodeo team opened 
its 2004-05 season with a first-place 
finish in the Missouri Valley College 
rodeo this past Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday in Marshall, Mo. 

The Skyhawks won the men's team 
competition with 340 points, while 
Missouri Valley was second with 270 
points. Troy State was third with 220 
points. 

"We competed well in this rodeo," 
said John Luthi, head rodeo coach. 
"We made some mistakes, but it 
wasn't from the lack of effort." 

In the bareback competition, Scotty 
NeSmith won the first go, the second 
go and the average. NeSmith had a 
79-point ride in the first go and a 76- 
point ride in the second go. 

UTM's Whit Ashe tied for fourth in 
the first-go with a 65-point ride, while 
newcomer Jeff Fuehring was fourth 
in the second go and the average. 

NeSmith finished second in the calf 
roping long go with a time of 11.3. 

In the saddle bronc, Ashe finished 
third in the first go, while another 
Skyhawk newcomer, Ty Atchison, 
finished third in the second go with 
a 62-point ride. 

The Skyhawks dominated the steer 
wrestling competition as graduate 
assistant Zak Danison won the 
average. Danison was third in the 
long go and first in the short go. 
NeSmith finished second in the steer 
wrestling long go and fourth in the 
short go and average. 

Zach Waggoner added more points 
to the Tennessee-Martin tally in the 
steer wrestling with a fourth-place 
time in the long-go, a second-place 
time in the short go and an 11.3 in the 



average, which was good enough for 
a second-place pay day. 

The UTM cowboys scored points 
in the team roping. Joseph Southern 
and his teammate from Northeast 
Mississippi Community College, 
Tyler Pittman, finished tied for fourth 
in the long go. 

UTM's Ty Atchinson and his 
Murray State teammate Evin Burke 
were fourth in the team roping long 
go, first in the short go and first in the 
average with a combined time of 14.2 



in the two rounds. 

The Skyhawk women finished 
third in the Ozark Region rodeo with 
85 points. Murray State won the team 
title with 185 points while Missouri 
Valley was second with 105 points. 

UTM's Nikki Jackson was tied for 
second in the breakaway roping long 
go with a time of 3.4 seconds. 

In the barrel racing, Tennessee- 
Martin's Courtney Barnfield was 
second in the long go, short go and 
average. 



"We have some young folks this 
year and right now we have a few 
injuries that we are dealing with," 
Luthi said. 

Despite the youth, Luthi said he is 
impressed by the competitiveness of 
the newcomers and freshmen. 

The Skyhawk rodeo teams return 
to action this Thursday, Friday 
and Saturday when they travel to 
Magnolia, Ark., to compete in the 
Southern Arkansas University Ozark 
Region rodeo.

Skyhawks sapped by Sycamores, 24-41

UTM suffered a 41-24 loss to host 
Indiana State Saturday. With the 
loss the Ohio Valley Conference's 
hope of claiming a win in the two- 
year OVC-Gateway Challenge 
Series was dashed. 

With the win Indiana State 
improves to 3-1 overall, while UTM 
falls to 1-3 overall. The Skyhawks 
will return to OVC play Saturday 
when it travels to Tennessee Tech. 

The Skyhawks scored 17-second 
half points but it wasn't enough to 
overcome the host Sycamores who 
claimed their third consecutive win 
over an OVC foe this season. 

UTM junior quarterback 
Brady Wahlberg and sophomore 
wide receiver Taurean Stephens 
connected for three touchdown 
passes in the game. Despite three 
interceptions, Wahlberg completed 
29-of-45 passes for 327 yards. 

Wahlberg has thrown three 
touchdown passes in each of the 
Skyhawks' last two games. None 
of Wahlberg's interceptions led to 



Indiana State points. 

With the 339 total yards of offense, 
Wahlberg moves up to No. 3 on the 
Skyhawks' career-ladder list. 

Stephens tied his career-high 
mark with 12 receptions and set a 
new career high with 163 yards. 

With 3:05 to play in the third 
quarter, Wahlberg and Stephens 
connected for the third time in the 
game, this time on a 15-yard route. 
The TD pass cut the Indiana State 
lead to six points, 27-21. 

Indiana State opened the fourth 
quarter with a touchdown to 
stretch the lead to 34-21. 

The Skyhawks answered the 
score with a Taylor Brown field 
goal two minutes later, but with 
7:02 left in the game, the Sycamores 
score their final touchdown. 

Indiana State built a 24-7 lead 
in the first half and dominated 
the time of possession, forcing the 
Skyhawks to play catch-up early. 

Indiana State claimed a 7-0 
lead with 2:12 to play in the first 
quarter when Sam Logan hauled 
in a 22-yard TD pass from Phillip 



Johnson. 

The drive covered 84 yards in 10 
plays. ISU's Jake Shield had eight 
carries for 57 yards of rushing in 
the drive, and the TD pass was the 
first of the season for Indiana State 
in three games. 

The host Sycamores opened the 
second quarter with a 26-yard Kyle 
Hooper field goal. 

Jake Shields put the Sycamores 
up 17-0 with a 15-yard touchdown 
run with 4:50 to go in the first half. 
The drive covered 74 yards on 12 
plays. 

The Skyhawks cut the Sycamores 
lead to 10 points with 3:48 to go 
in the second quarter. Wahlberg 
found a wide open Stephens in the 
end zone for an 11 -yard touchdown 
strike. The TD pass was the second 
of the season from Wahlberg to 
Stephens. 

The Sycamores closed out the 
first half with a 21-yard TD run 
by quarterback Phillip Johnson, a 
career-long run for the sophomore 
quarterback. The drive covered 55 
yards in seven plays.

Volleyball drops OVC openers to Eastern Kentucky, Morehead State

The Skyhawk volleyball 
team opened its Ohio Valley 
Conference season this weekend 
with losses to Eastern Kentucky 
and Morehead State, dropping 
its record to 2-7 overall and 0-2 
in the OVC. 

In the first match, UTM faced a 
strong foe in the Lady Colonels 
from EKU, who entered play 
with a record of 9-3. However, 
the Skyhawks were eager to 
prove that they were up to the 
challenge. 

The Skyhawks opened up a 
six-point lead in each of the first 
two games behind strong serves 
from junior Heather Grumke 
and senior Leigh Reiniche. The 
first game was decided when 
EKU rallied from six points 
down to win, 35-33. 

In the second game, the 
Skyhawks came out hot as 
Reiniche served an ace to start 
play. At the first timeout, the 
lead was 13-6 for UTM. Once 
play resumed, EKU began 
another rally and won the 
game, 30-26. 

The momentum of EKU's 
game two win carried over to 
game three, which the Lady 
Colonels opened with a six 
to one run en route to a 30- 
24 victory and a sweep of the 



match. 

Next up for the Skyhawks 
was a Morehead State team 
which entered the match with 
a record of 1-9, including an 0-3 
mark on the road. 

In spite of their record, the 
Eagles proved to be a worthy 
opponent. The Skyhawks won 
the first game, 30-27, thanks to 
service aces by Heather Grumke 
and freshman Jamie Hollins, as 
well as some key service errors 
by MSU. 

In game two, the Skyhawks 
jumped out in front early before 
the Eagles were able to even 
the score at nine. From that 
point, neither team would lead 
by more than two points until 
MSU built a 24-17 cushion. 

The Skyhawks made a furious 
comeback to within four points 
before falling, 30-24. They 
followed that with a 30-27 win 
in game three. 

The match then went to the 
fourth game with the Skyhawks 
needing one more win to clinch 
the match. 

UTM jumped out to an early 
11-6 lead before a Morehead 
State timeout. That timeout 
would prove to be the turning 
point as the Eagles went on to 
steal the game, 31-29, forcing a 
decisive fifth game. 

Early in game five it looked 
as though MSU's momentum 



would carry them to an easy 
victory as they charged to a 5-2 
lead. 

Then, senior Leigh Reiniche 
shifted the advantage to the 
Skyhawks with a service ace. 
The Skyhawks fought back to 
take the lead at nine to seven. 
But the Lady Eagles would 
not be denied a victory as they 
rallied to win the game, 15-12, 
and the match, three games to 
two. 

UTM outhit MSU for the 
game with a percentage of 
.208, slightly better than the 
Lady Eagles' .207 mark.
